C. D. Chamberlin, in G unton’s 
monthly organ of the trusts, says 
that the trust is peculiarly an A m e r­ 
ican institution. 
It has come to 
stay, he tells us, because it is in 
the line of economic progress. 
It 
materially lessens the cost of prO' 
duction and distribution and thus 
cheapens products. 
Therefore, the 
people, so far from w^aging war 
on it, will avail themselves of its 
benefits, just as they avail them­ 
selves of the benefits of railroads 
and factories. 
B ut he admits, says the Chicago 
Chronicle, that the trust is not an 
unmixed 
good. 
It 
concentrates 
production. 
In order to effect the 
utmost economy of production and 
distribution it builds up great m an­ 
ufacturing centers. 
It destroys the 
small 
establishments 
em ploying 
from ten to a hundred persons in 
the small towns and centers them 
in great establishments 
in 
large 
towns and cities. 
Trusts, therefore, have the re­ 
mote effect to depopulate the small 
towns and depress not only the 
value of real estate in those places, 
but also the value of farms in the 
surrounding country by depriving 
them of a near-by and profitable 
market for perishable products. To 
state it broadly, the tendency of the 
trusts is to impoverish the country 
and the smaller centers of popula­ 
tion and to enrich the great centers 
of population. 
T his is a remarkable admission, 
com ing as it does from a prorec- 
tionist source. 
M ost of the trusts 
are children of protection. 
They 
are organized and operated for the 
purpose of securing ail the benefit 
that protective barriers against for­ 
eign 
com peting 
products afi'ord. 
B ut by the admission they destroy, 
and remove the 
country 
further 
from, “ the ideal condition” which 
President Harrison promised as a 
result of protection. 
T h at ideal condition of which 
M r. Harrison talked to the farmers 
when he w as sw ingin g around the 
circle during his term of oflice was 
one in which 
every 
rural 
com ­ 
munity would have its own fac­ 
tories, and the farmers could load 
their w agons with truck, drive to 
the factories and exchange for all 
manner of m anufactured goods. 
l^ut now Nlr. 
Chamberlin ad ­ 
mits that as a matter of fact the 
trust, which is the natural offspring 
of protection, 
makes 
“ the ideal 
condition” 
unattainable. 
It re­ 
moves the factory farther than ever 
From the farm er’s field and impairs 
the value of his land.
